ſter-General of Our Fozces is hereby Required, upon Certificate of the Juſtices of the Peace, befoze whom ſuch Oath was made of the 
Sums Due, and of the Perſon oz Perlons to whom the lame is Owing, to Satisfie and Pay the ſaid Sums out of the Pap of fuch Hf- 
ficer 02 Officers. And in Caſe any Officers of Dur Army (whom We have Oꝛdered to give ſtrict Attendance in their Muarters ) cx 
the Soldiers under their Command, ſhall Pzeſume to Commit any Spoil oz Diſo2der, oz Uſe any Uiolence oz Thꝛeatning UWozds, upon 
any Pzetence whatſoever, 02 otherwiſe Pisbehave themſelves, Me do hereby further Declare, That beſides the Ozdinary Courſe of 
Juttice fo: Redzeſs, if the Perſons Agrieved ſhall make known the ſame to the Superiour Officers, the ſaid Officers chatl, and are 
. hereby Required to Cauſe Satisfaction immediately to be given; And that if ſuch Officers to whom Complaint is made, ſhall foz- 
btar 02 delay the cauſing due Satisfaction to be given, as afozeſaid, the Perſons to whom the Wrong is done, may then make their fur- 
ther Complaint to any Juſtice of the Peace of the County, City oz Place where the Offence is Committed; Upon whole Repzcſenta- 
tion of th: Matter unto Us, oz to the General Officers of Dur Army, Ditting at Whitehall, foz the Receiving and Examining of 
Complaints, and Redzeſſing Abuſes, We ſhall Oꝛder ſpeedy Puſtice to be done, as well by Reparation of the Injury, and Saciſ- 
'faction of the Charge the Perſons Injur d may be at in Pzolecuting of Juſtice and Obtaining Redzeſs, as by Cauſing the Offi- 
ters and Soldiers ſo Offending to ve Punilhed, as the Nature and Quality of their Offences ſhall Deſerve. And We do further 
Declare Our Mill and Pleaſure to be, That no Officer 0z Soldier n their March oz Muarters, ſhall-be Lodg'o in any Private 
Houſe-whatſoever, Without the Free and Uoluntary Conſent of the Owner; And that inCaſe any Officers 02 Soldiers ſhall, foz any 
"Reward oz Conſideration, Leave oz Change the Nuarters Appointed them, 07 ſhall Demand oz Erac Money fo: Nuarters, oz to Ex- 
empt oꝛ Excuſe any Perſon from the lame, ez call Pzeſume to Exact o: Demand Subliſtence-Money in their Muarters, oz upon 
their March, oz knowingly ſuffer the ſame to be done, they (hall be Puniſhed by Caſhtering and Loſs of their Pay, and Incur ſuch 
further penalty as the Law ſhall Direct. And e do likewiſe ſtrictly Pzohibit and Foxvid all Officers and Soldiers to Deſtroy oz 
Diſturb the Game in any manner whatſoever, without Leave from the Loꝛds of the reſpenive Manozs, oz others to whom it may belong 
to Gzant the ſame: It being Our Nopal Intention and Command, That all Officers and Soldiers in Pur Service, behave 
themſelves Oꝛderip in all things, accozding to Law and Military Diſcipline, as becomes them, upon Zain of the Severeſt Conle⸗ 


quences of Pur High Diſpleaſure.
